THB  advent  of  the  United  States  into  the 
ranks  of  the  great  powers  is  hound  of  itself  to 
raise  Some  important  questions.  We  have 
already  several  limes  pointed  out  that  her 
svstem  of  industrial  protection  is  one  of  then' 
and  that  it  will  require  to  be  greatly  modified 
to  meet  the  new  conditions.  Another  and 
equally  important  one  is  the  Monroe  Doctrine, 
by  which  the  United  States  has  assumed  that 
all  the  American  continent  is  her  sphere  of  in- 
fluence. If  she,  however,  claims  the  right  to 
annex  territories  anywhere  on  the  face  of  the 
globe  where  she  can  get  them,  she  will  have 
to  withdraw  from  those  reservations  and  admit 
the  same  liberty  to  other  powers,  We  have 
more  than  once  asserted,  and  we  repeat  it, 
that  though  not  vet  publicly  discussed,  Ger- 
many contemplates  the  acquisition  of  wide 
territories  in  South  America,  particularly-  ill 
Brazil.  Now  if  the  States  annexes  the  Philip- 
pines, an  Asiatic  archipelago,  it  will  be  diffi- 
cult foi  her  to  warn  off  Germany,  or  indeed 
any  other  European  power,  from  the  badly 
used  territories  of  the  South  American  con 
liiient,  These  questions  are  not  likely  to 
become  acute  a1  an  early  date,  hut  that  ihev 
will  come  up  is  almost"  inevitable,—  Textile 
Mercury. 

We  can  hardly  believe  that  the  invasion 
of  South  America  predicted  above  is  or  will 
become  a  possibility  for  many  generations  to 
come.  The  trade  of  anv  one  COtllltrv,  im- 
portant though  it  may  be.  is  vet  not  important 
enough  to  warrant  the  cost  of  seizure.  We 
have  before  heard  it  said  that  Germany  me- 
ditates new  acquisitions  in  Brazil,  hut  we  do 
not  believe  it.  Germany  can  gain  more  bv 
peaceful  commercial  methods  than  she  can  by 
conquest,  ami  her  statesmen  know  this  well. 
If  there  are  any  complications,  they  are  more 
likely  to  arise  with  the  smaller  states  and  over 
breaches   of   international    obligations.—  Ed,

Even  ag.tinsl  us  Brazilians. including  our  ve- 
nerable Cputetupory  the  Jomaldo  Commevcio, 
has  been  b.v. ught  this  charge  of  feelings  un- 
friendly to  mn-  c:mntry  and  hostility  to  repub- 
lican institutions,  To  that  journal  as  well 
as  to  ourseiv /s  has  been  awarded  the  decora- 
tion of  the  urd-.-r  of  traitsrs  to  the  country. 
I.et  us  then  not  be  hm  away  bv  the  s»me 
tendency,  w  dch  is  nothing  more  thin  that  of 
making  one's  -<-M  the  judge  of  other  people's 
intentions,  holding  up  to  suspicion  and  public 
odium  the  ideas  of  our  opponents.  Let  us 
learn  then  from  the  injustice  which  we  have 
siiff-red,  ttotlo  he  unjust  to  others.  And  if 
they  are  our  guests,  so  much  greater  is  the 
reason  for  treating  them  with  consideration^ 
And  this  verv  indulgence  will  lead  them  t* 
avoid  exa^  ration  in  their  severity. 

The  forji^ier  who  his  dfevoted  twenty  years 
of  his  life  to  the  ungrateful  profession  of  jottf- 
naliam  tn  1  country  like  this,  deserves  to  be 
treated  by  the  Brazilk  ns  rather  with  kindness 
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than  with  severity,  To  these  co-workers  in 
our  progress  a  great  deal   is  due.     And  i  fit  is 

proper  for  us  to  demand  anything  in  return 
for  the  welcome  which  we  "give  them,  it  is 
integrity  and  independence  in  their  criticism 
and  advice.  Eulogistic  foreign  journals,  in- 
tended to  take  advantage  of  our  credulity,  or 
journals  that  merely  give  the  news  without 
taking  any  interest  in  our  affairs,  do  not  con- 
tribute to  our  progress. 

In  the  first  years  of  the  French   revolution, 
the    "ablest     and   most     widely     circulated  " 
journal  of   those  then    existing,   according    to 
the  evidence  of  Mirabeau,  was  the  Mercuric  tie 
France,     in   this  periodical,  its  editor,  Mallet 
dn  Pan,  bravely   withstood,  in  defence  of  mo- 
derate and  liberal  principles,  the  threats,  the 
imprecations  and  the  libels  of  the  revolutionary  I 
torrent    to    which    be,    the  greatest   political  j 
figurd  of  the  time,  was  opposed.     This  struggle  ; 
could  not  fail  to  end,   as   it  actm.lv  ended,  in 
his   enforced   silence,    exile   and    persecution. 
But  the  hurricanes  liavespassed,  and  what  to- 
day is  said  bv  history  through  the  lips  of  Ted  ne 
is  that  "  four  observers  comprehended  from  the  i 
beginning  the  French  revolution,  its  character  ! 
and  its  scope,  Rivarol,  Mallouet,   Gouvenieur  , 
Morris  and  Mallet   dn    Pan ;  mid   of  these  four 
the  one    who  understood  it   most    thoroughly   I 
was  the    List."     Now  the  lust,    Millet  tin  Pan, 
was  a  Swiss,  and  the  next.  Gouvenieur  Morris, 
was  an  American. 

It  often,  therefore,  happens  that  the  foreig- 
ner's perception  "four  defects,  and  his  view 
of  facts  in  which  he  is  not  misled  by  our 
national  prejudices,  local  influences  and  direct 
interests,  is  Far  sharper,  than  our  own.  Let  us 
listen  then  with  patience  to  the  truths  wliich 
our  guests  tell  us  at  home,  if  we  do  not  wish 
to  hear  them  from  our  enemies  abroad  who 
judge  us  at  a  distance. 

We  had  occasion  to  observe  at  Buenos  Aires 
in  the  River  Plate  the  freedom  enjoyed  by  fo- 
reign journalists  who  criticise  national  politics 
without  constraint  just  like  the  Argentines 
themselves.  Even  here  there  are  prospering 
independently  ill  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  in  the 
southern  states,  journals  of  different  foreign 
origins,  to  whose  entrance  into  political  ground 
we  see  no  objection  made,  hi  the  English 
language,  the  journalistic  literature  of  this 
citv  has  another  organ,  of  great  value,  wlre!i 
although  favorable  to  the  past  executive,  as  it 
is  to  the  present,  took  liberties  in  financial 
questions,  under  the  Prudente  deMoraes  gov- 
ernment, which  won  approval  and  transcrip- 
tion from  the  Tiibuna,  a  journal  then  radically 
in  opposition.  Two,  at  least,  of  the  most 
important  journals  of  this  citv  employ  foreign 
editors  whose  right  to  take  part  in  the  discus- 
sion  of  Brazilian  political  subjects  has  always 
been  acknowledged.

Ik  it  be  true,  as  reported  by  cable,  that 
Chili  has  resolved  to  disarm  several  war 
ships  and  reduce  other  military  expenses, 
it  may  be  considered  certain  that  a  very 
general  disarmament  will  soon  take  place 
throughout  South  America.  It  is  stated 
in  a  recent  telegram  that  various  promi- 
nent English  and  Continental  bankers 
have  agreed  to  subscribe  f  )r  a  proposed 
new  Argentine  1  lan  only  on  condition 
that  Argentina  alio  disarms  and  reduces 
her  military  expenses,  Chili  having  ta- 
ken the  initiative,  Argentina  will  pro- 
bably find  it  easy  to  follow  the  good 
example,  and  thus  a  heavy  drain  on  the 
resources  of  those  two  countries  will 
happily  be  removed.  With  a  greatly 
diminished  military  establishment,  both 
countries  will  be  less  disposed  to  go  to 
war  on  trilling  pretexts,  and  this  will 
tend  to  strengthen  the  cause  of  arbitra- 
tion. All  this  affords  much  hope  for  the 
future,  for  it  will  not  only  contribute  to 
the  re-establishment  of  their  sadly  dis- 
ordered finances,  but  it  will  afford  better 

opportunities  for  their  industrial,  com: 
niercial  and  agricultural  development. 
And  in  this  connection  we  should  like 
to  point  out  that  Brazil  is  losing  a 
splendid  opportunity  to  lead  her  sister 
republics  in  this  important  reaction. 
She  is  maintaining  an  unnecessarily 
large  army  and  navy,  and  she  is  spend- 
ing large  stuns  on  armament  and  muni- 
tions. Her  finances  arc  also  in  a  state 
of  disorder,  and  her  credit  has  only  very 
recently  suffered  a  severe  blow  by  a 
suspension  of  cash  interest  payments  on 
her  foreign  debt.  Mad  she  faced  the 
situation  courageously — and  il  involves 
a  high  degree  of  moral  coinage  for  a 
man  to  openly  reduce  his  establishment 
and  thus  confess  his  weakness  and 
diminishing  importance  in  the  eves  of 
others  — and  had  she  frankly  decided 
to  maintain  only  a  small  army  and  navy 
and  to  incur  no  new  expenditures  for 
the  present,  she  would  have  regained 
much  of  the  confidence  now  lost  abroad, 
and    she    would    have    set    an    example 

which  her  neighbors  could  not  avoid 
following.  She  has  apparently  lost  the 
opportunity  of  leading  the  reform,  but 
she  slid  has  that  of  reducing  expendl 
lure.  Time  is  now  wanting  to  consider 
the  matter  in  detail,  but  congress  might 
still  initiate  the  movement  by  authoriz- 
ing the  executive  to  reduce  the  military 
forces  of  the  country  by  at  least  twenty- 
live  per  cent,  to  sell  the  material  not 
required,  and  to  suspend  all  new  expen- 
ditures wherever  possible-  This  will 
not  only  relieve  a  difficult  situation 
here,  but  it  will  at  once  give  renewed 
confidence  abroad.

He  was 
a  tali  melancholy  looking  man.  with  a  bald 
head  and  a  long  grev  beard,  and  an  eve  from 
which  all  life  and  fire  had  died  out,  and  du- 
ring the  vellow  fever  season  he  would  hold 
forth  thus"  at  the  breakfast  table  :  « Ah,  good 
morning,  nice  morning;  yes,  but  fevery  wea- 
ther. I  see  from  the  paper  that  there  were 
273  deaths  yesterday,  an  increase  of  15  on  the 
day  before.  T,ast  year  I  remember  the  rate 
was  only  245,  so  that  the  fever  seems  to  be 
increasing.  I  hope  you're  feeling  well  this 
morning,  you  must  take  care,  of  yourself,  my 
boy;  1  remember  poor  old  Garslin,  he  sat  in 
the  very  chair  you  are  sitting  in  now,  a  strong 
well-built  healthy  looking  young  man.  That 
same  day  he  was  taken  ill,  and  in  three  days  we 
buried  him.  The  very  chair  you  are  now  sit- 
ting on.  Yes,  1  remember  it  quite  well,  be- 
cause it  was  the  year  that  one  of  the  Banks 
here  lost  seven  men  during  the  sea  son, »  Then 
with  a  gloomy  look  he  would  rise  and  say, 
"Well  good  bye,  I  hope  we  may  meet  again 
to-morrow  morning  in  good  health."—  Review.

Oxyline.of  which  the  price  is  verv  low. is 
already  made  in  England  and  Germany,  and 
its  manufacture  is  to  be  undertaken  in  estab- 
lishments which  have  been  built  for  the  pur- 
pose at  I'iesteritz,  near  Wittenberg,  on  the 
Elbe,  and  which  will  tieein  operations  during 
the  coming  summer.  Tnese  factories,  hOxv- 
liiie  Werke,"  belong  to  an  operating  company 
established  by  the  Bank  of  Leipzig,  who  have 
secured  a  patent  on  the  process  in  Germany 
and  Austria-Hungary.
